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PERSONALIZED CHRISTMAS WOODS:

Details on personalized 1998 Christmas woods supplied to me recently, from seven wood 
printers are given below. 

Please contact any of the wood printers you wish, at once, in order to obtain their 
brochure showing designs, colours, sizes and price data, so that you can place your order by mid 
- November or earlier. 

Your personal reverse can include your name, your municipality, 1998 and a short 
greeting or ‘wooden nickel’. In addition , one of the wood printers Christmas verses can be 
included on the reverse side of flat woods. 

Round woods sent by mail should be protected by a thick piece of cardboard or they may 
be broken by machines that process letters. Flat woods need little protection and are rarely 
broken in the mail. 

CANADA WIDE WOODS: 

Canada Wide Woods - Attention Larry Walker, General Delivery, Gadshill, Ontario, 
Canada, NOK 1J0 telephone (519) 271 - 3352 or (519) 273 - 1715 offers five obverse designs for 
round Christmas woods and nine designs for flat Christmas woods. One Hanukkah design is 
available for round woods. All woods are pictured on their five - page brochure. If the firm 
receives a good Christmas design, they will have a die made for it free of charge. 

Round woods are available in 1.5 and 1.75 inch diameters. The design is hot stamped with 
a variety of bright colours available including multicolour. 

One hundred round woods in 1.5 inch size, including your personal die are available at 
$60. One hundred round woods in 1.75 inch size, including your personal die are available at 
$65. One hundred Christmas woods (3.25 x 3.75 inches) in white maple, including your personal 
die, are available at $70. Two different holiday verses plus a blank space below for two lines of 
text to include your name, address and possibly ‘one wooden nickel’ are available. You can also 
compose your own text for your reverse die. Canadians should add 7% GST and Ontario 
residents add another 8% PST. Postage is extra.

(416) 247 - 7676 has five obverse Christmas designs and six reverses with English Christmas 
verses and one French Christmas verse illustrated on his one page brochure for his white maple 
flats and light brown cherry flats, both 2.75 x 3.5 inches. 

From a selection of nine colours, all applied by the hot stamped process, giving bright 
colours from a thin foil type paper, two different colours can be chosen for the obverse side and 
two different colours for the reverse side. 

Under the verse on the reverse side, there are three lines left for wording of fifteen 
characters per line for the sender’s name, etc., which is placed at no extra charge. One hundred 
wood flats are $64.50 postpaid. 

Norm also offers four obverse designs, one reverse greeting in English and one in French, 
for 1.5 inch round woods. Reverse designs include your name, the year and a greeting or 
‘wooden nickel’. One colour, chosen from among ten colours and printed by the hot stamped 
process, is allowed on each side.

100 flats at $1.55 each; 200 flats at $1.45 each and 300 flats at $1.35 each. Prices for round 
woods of 1.5 inches in diameter in one colour are: 100 woods at $40 and 200 woods at $70. 
Prices quoted above do not include postage or 7% GST for Canadians.
